The dapper little politican, who 


said yeslerday he despised Inc old 
marshal, described Ihe proposal of

Churchill when 
France was collapsing in 1940 for a 
union. 


Petain, On trial for his life on ac- 


cusations of intelligence with the 
enemy and plotting against the se- 
curity of France, strode into Ihe 
palace of justice courtroom 20 min- 
utes late on Ihis second day of the 
hearing. He was clad in his mar- 
shal's uniform; his face appeared 
fresh and expressionless. 


Reynaud. said that on the day his 


cabinet fell June 16, 1940, he did 
not oppose a "cease fire" order but 
was firmly against dmands for an 
armistice. He repeated 
thai 
he 
wished to transfer the government 
lo French Africa and continue the 
war from there and was opposed 
by Petian and Gen. Maxine Wey 
gand, commander in chief of 
the 


reeling FreiYclrforees.' 


Reynaud testified that at a cabi- 
net meeting on the day he formed 
his government, Petain read a let- 
ter threatening to resign as 
vice 


premier if an armistice were not 
accepted. 


"The next day I 
received 
the 
great British project for union be- 
tween our two people," 
Reynaud 


said. 


He added that Camille Chau- 
lemps, former premier and a mern- 
ber of Ihe Reynaud cabinet, oppos- 
ed the plan, saying he did not want 
to see France become a 
British 


Dominion. He leslified furlher that 
Chautemps declared il was impos- 
sible for Ihe government 
leave 
France without first getting terms 
of the armistice. 


"I was then left wilh no choice 


but to resign, for I was in Ihe min- 
orily," he said. "That night I ex- 
plained Ihe situation to the cabi- 
net and President Albert Lebrun 
asked me to enforce the policy of 
the majority. I replied 'I will never 
apply it' for if the majority opinion 
of the cabinet prevailed, 
France 


was lost." 
Renaud said President Roose- 


velt sent Pelain 
an 
"extremely 


strong" message warning the mar- 
shal that he risked .losing 
the 


friendship of the Uniled Slates gov- 
ernment and people because of the 
terms, of the armistice Pelain ac- 
cepted from Germany. 


He leslified lhal while Ihe armis- 
lice was being discussed he argued 
with Petain and Adm. Jean Dar- 
lan over the French fleet. Asked if 
the warships would be give lo the 
Germans, Reynaud said Darlan re- 
plied: 
"I would sooner put it out to 
sea." 
Later at Bordeaux, 
Reynaud 


quoted Darlan as saying: "I will 
see to il lhal the fleel does nol 
fall into German hands." 
He testified lhal Darlan—since 


assassinaled in Algiers where he 
was collaborating wilh the Amer- 
ican invasion — sent orders to Ihe 
fleel command to sink the ships 
rather than let them fall into Ger- 
man hands.

ator Connally (D-Tex) called on the 
Senate today to ratify the United 
Nations charter "by a vote that 
vill be heard around the world." 
Opening debate on the 50-nations 
agreement signed June 26 at San 
Francisco the chairman of the For- 
eign Relations Commitee won ap- 
plause from spectators banked in 
the galleries when he urged the 
Senate to show "the same courage 
toward the obligations of peace as 
we have in war." 
Despite what he termed ample 
evidence that the Senate will ratify 
the charter overwhelmingly, Con- 
nally said many .representatives of 
other nations still are doubtful of 
the outcome. 
"They know that the League of 
Nations was slaughtered here in I 
in the air.

"Can't you see the blood—there 
it is on the wall," Connally con- 
tinued, pointing at the rear wall of 
the chamber. . • 
Declaiming that Senate ratifica- 


tion would give other

said the Senate also ought to have 
the courage to offer its full cooper- 
ation in the proposed new league. 
"There are some who say 
we 
can't send soldiers to back up the 
peace—that we mustn't have a v.ote 
on anything until it is checked back 
to Congress," he declared. 
"Can't we show the same sort of 
courage toward the obligations of 
peace as we have those of war?"

Opening debate on the 50-nations 
agreement signed June 26 at San 
Francisco the chairman of the For- 
eign Relations Commitee won ap- 
plause from spectators banked in 
the galleries when he urged the 
Senate to show "the same courage 
toward the obligations of peace as 
we have in war." 
Despite what he termed ample 
evidence that the Senate will ratify 
the charter overwhelmingly, Con- 
nally said many .representatives of 
other nations still are doubtful of 
the outcome.

it is on the wall," Connally con- 
tinued, pointing at the rear wall of 
the chamber. . • 
Declaiming that Senate ratifica-

said the Senate also ought to have 
the courage to offer its full cooper- 
ation in the proposed new league. 
"There are some who say 
we 
can't send soldiers to back up the 
peace—that we mustn't have a v.ote 
on anything until it is checked back 
to Congress," he declared. 
"Can't we show the same sort of 
courage toward the obligations of 
peace as we have those of war?" 


With leeders pointing toward a 
ratification vote late this week, the 
chairman of the senate foreign re- 
lations committee took the floor af- 
ter the Senate had agreed to sweep

Then, in addition to the time and 


study which he puts in on the origi- 
nal returns, he has had to go down 
there with all his books and papers 
regularly every year to talk to the 
guy who reviews his return 
for 


two years before and who wants to 
know, on Spelvih's oath, whether 
his ancient, bed-ridden 
grandfa- 


ther, whom he supports is really 
incapable of self-support by reason 
of infirmity or is just stalling and 
whether this deduction of $400 for 
the old gentleman's keep Isn't actu- 
ally a gyp, depriving some deserv- 
ing Ermenian or Chinaman of his 
pint of milk a day or some conti- 
nental communist refugee of a de- 
served raise in pay from the OWI. 


Mr. Spelvin is 
tied and licked 


and he figures that it is already 
conceded that his pay belongs first 
to Old Sam and that he is entitled 
to only as much as Sam wants him 
to have. He can't pay his rent, he 
can't pay the doctor or the grocery 
bill, he can't buy anything for his 
ever-loving War Department or a 
slab of gin for Saturday night un- 
til he has first paid Old Sam his 
share, and any time he wants to 
take it all, all Sam has to do is 
! hoist the tax rates up to 100 percent 
and help himself. 


The law lays it down that George 
Spelvin doesn't work for 
himself 


and his family, but primerily for 
Sam and the Roosians and the Eng- 
lish 
and 
Eyetalians 
and 
the 
| Greeks. Some years, when Sam is 
feeling generous, he takes a litle 
less than he takes other years, but 
alwasy the principal is there that 
he is entitled to as much as he 
wants of George Spelvin's earnings, 
up to the total amount, and Goerge 
is coming around to the notion that 
he would be happier if Sam should 
take it all and put him on the dole. 


That 
way',

Spelvin fig- 


ures, the government would save 
an awful lot of storage space for ol 
tax returns and old Sam wouldn't 
need all those thousands of people 
in Washington and 
scatered 
all 


over the country to 
go picking 


through the returns looking for a 
mislaid 
nickle 
and 
he 
figures 
he would have ore energy to do 
better wor k 
and maybe 
earn 


more money 'for Sam if he could 
dive into the hay at night, conk 
right off to sleep without having to 
do any figuring or worrying about 
where the money is coming from. 


Because 
Sam hasn't 
been 
absolutely fair in letting Mr. Spel- 
vin believe that he gets so and so 
much a week just because that is 
what they give him at the pay win- 
dow when what he really gets is 
that much minus the income tax 
This being so, George, for years 
has overspent unthinkingly, really 
spending Sam's money, and then 
at tax time, he has been in the de- 
vil's own fix scraping up his ow- 
mgs and it always gives him the 
jumps and costs him a lot of sleep. 


As George Spelvin sees it, there 


is just one creditor, one obligation, 
that comes before old Sam. 


This is the union that 
has

closed shop where he works.

fugees in the OWI may suffer but 
there is nothing anybody can do' 
about it 'unless you wreck our won- 
derlul Democracy.

Returns to 
Golf Wars

Chicago, July 24.—(UP)—Lt. Ben 
Hogan today returned to the big- 
time golf circuit he ruled for three 
straight years to find out if his 
successor, Byron Nelson is really 
the greatest player the game has 
ever known. 


Hogan, a little, sloe - eyed Texan 


with a power-packed swing, enter- 
ed Ihe Air Force in 1942 after 
being golfdom's leading money win 
ner for three consecutive seasons.

Yanks Seize 
80,000 in 
German Raid

Frankfurt on the Main, July 23 


—(IP)— Half a million American 
;roops arrested upwards of 80,000 
Dersons and searched every single 
"louse in the American occupation 
tone of Germany over the weekend 
it vvas announced today. 
It was perhaps the greatest mass 
raid in history. 


The Americans 
were seeking 


weapons, 
ammunition and 
loot. 


Many of those taken into custody 
were members of the S. S,, hunted 
ns war criminals. 


The 15,000,000 Germans in 
the 


American zone were caught com- 
pletely by surprise and were bewil- 
dered and scared, but offered not 
the slightest opposition.

Germans tried to 
escape the search, he said, and at 
least one was shot to death.
